To  THE  Chairman  and  Members, 

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1947. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  20.3  compared  with  19.9  for  1946  and  the 
Death  Rate  was  9.58  compared  with  10.09. 

Details  of  the  Council’s  post-war  housing  activities  are  given 
on  page  9.  By  the  end  of  the  year  150  prefabricated  bungalows  and 
135  permanent  houses  had  been  completed  and  work  was  in  progress 
on  a  further  309  houses.  The  demand  for  houses  throughout  the 
District  is  very  great. 

The  Council’s  proposals  for  works  of  water  supply  and  sewer¬ 
age  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act  were  being 
considered  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  work  was  in  progress  on 
two  instalments  of  the  schemes  relating  to  water  supply. 

Refuse  Collection  by  direct  labour  is  now  in  operation  over  the 
whole  District.  The  average  cost  per  house  increased  by  3/7d.,  large¬ 
ly  due  to  the  purchase  of  new  vehicles,  the  provision  of  temporary 
garages  and  the  acquisition  of  a  site  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect 
a  permanent  garage  and  depot,  together  with  a  mortuary  which  will 
serve  the  Northern  part  of  the  District.  Steady  action  under  Sec.  47 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  (closet  conversions)  continued  during 
the  year.

The  Council’s  proposals  for  works  of  water  supply  under  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  were  under  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Authority  to  proceed  with  those 
parts  of  the  proposals  providing  for  additional  mains  between 
Borrowash  and  Elvaston  and  between  Dale  Abbey  and  Sandiacre  had 
been  obtained  in  1946  and  a  tender  amounting  to  £22,790/0/0d.  was 
accepted.  Work  was  in  progress  during  1947. 

Five  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  new 
housing  sites.  350  yards  of  4in.  diameter  main  were  laid  at  West 
Hallam!  to  provide  a  secondary  circulation  in  a  part  of  the  district 
subject  to  colliery  subsidence.

Samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  chemical  analysis. 


Chlorinating  plants  are  installed  at  the 
Little  Eaton  and  Melbourne  pumping 
stations.  Usual  dosage  is  3  lbs.  liquid 
chlorine  per  million  gallons. 

50  samples,  all  after  treatment,  were 
taken  for  Bacteriological  Examination, 
and  all  were  found  satisfactory. 

Water  supplied  is  a  mixture  of  Derwent 
Valley  and  borehole  water,  the  latter 
from  boreholes  at  Little  Eaton  and 
Melbourne.  The  former  is  likely  to 
have  plumbo-solvent  action  and  the  use 
of  copper  or  tin-lined  lead  pipes  is  re¬ 
quired. 

1  sample  was  taken  for  Chemical 
Analysis  and  was  found  satisfactory. 
No  lead  was  revealed. 

Further  sampling  in  contaminated  area, 
extra  chlorination  of  supply  ;  instruc¬ 
tions  to  householders  to  boil  water 
pending  tracing  and  elimination  of 
contamination.  No  contamination  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

One  sample  (not  included  under  2)  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  on  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  This  was  traced 
to  a  defective  fitting  on  the  consumer’s 
premises  and  a  repeat  sample  proved 
satisfactory.

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The  cost  of  Refuse  Collection  for  the  whole  District  for  the 
year  ended  March  31st,  1948  was  £20,840/16/6d.,  average  £l/0/3d. 
per  house,  and  the  cost  of  Refuse  Disposal  was  £3,944/7/ld.,  an 
average  of  3/lOd.  per  house. 

The  combined  figures  for  collection  and  disposal  were 
£24,785/3/7d.,  average  cost  per  house  £1/4/ Id.,  compared  with  a 
total  cost  of  £20,63  l/0/9d.,  average  £l/0/6d.  per  house  for  1946-7, 

On  April  1st,  1947,  direct  labour  refuse  collection  was  put  into 
operation  at  Littleover  and  Alvaston  and  this  step  completed  direct 
labour  collection  over  the  whole  district.  The  change  over  from 
collection  by  Contract,  was  carried  out  by  instalments  spread  over  5  J 
years. 


During  the  year  two  new  Austin  vehicles  were  obtained  and 
put  into  service  at  Littleover.  The  five  Albion  lorries  were  all 
thoroughly  overhauled. 

A  site  was  purchased  at  Spondon  upon  which  it  is  proposed 
to  erect  a  garage  for  the  whole  fleet  of  vehicles,  together  with  stores, 
repair  and  maintenance  departments.  Ministry  consent  to  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  these  premises  has  not  yet  been  forthcoming  and  as  a  tem¬ 
porary  expedient  further  garage  accommodation  was  rented  at 
Spondon  and  some  temporary  buildings  also  erected  on  the  newly 
acquired  site. 

The  Council  were  granted  the  free  use  of  a  site  at  West  Hallam 
extending  over  3  acres  for  use  as  a  controlled  tip.  Surface  soil  was 
stripped  by  mechanised  methods  and  controlled  tipping  commenced. 

Considerable  difficulty  in  collection  and  disposal  was  encoun¬ 
tered  during  the  prolonged  snow  and  frost  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  In  addition  to  obvious  troubles  in  the  built-up  areas  the 
approach  roads  to  the  tips  had  to  be  repeatedly  cleared  of  snow.  Ex¬ 
tensive  use  was  made  of  temporarily  unemployed  building  workers.

15,100  gallons  of  motor  fuel  were  purchased  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1948. 

Closet  Conversion  -Scheme. 

During  the  year  62  pail  closets  and  6  privies  were  converted 
to  water  closets. 

The  Councirs  schema  for  voluntary  closet  conversions  was 
discontinued  and  replaced  by  statutory  action  under  Sec.  47  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Statutory  Notices  are  being  served  in  respect  of  all  the  remain¬ 
ing  pail  closets  and  privies  at  premises  situated  in  areas  having  water 
supply  and  sewerage  facilities.

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Council’s  proposals  for  new  schemes  of  sewerage  and  new 
sewers  prepared  as  a  result  of  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Act,  1944  were  under  the  consideration  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

CHADDESDEN. 

The  additional  sludge  elevator  had  not  been  delivered  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

450  yards  of  9in.  dia.  sewer  were  laid  at  Wood  Road.  An 
additional  sewer  was  laid  at  Chaddesden  Park  to  serve  a  new  housing 
estate. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  a  scheme  had  been  prepared  for  a  short 
length  of  sewer  off  Meadow  Lane  to  serve  houses  situated  in  Walton 
Road. 

LITTLEOVER. 

The  stormwater  overflow  off  Normanton  Lane  was  completed 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  Council  subm'itted  a  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
Disposal  Works  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  a  visit  was  made  by 
.one  of  the  Ministry’s  Inspectors.  The  proposals  include  additional 
settlement  and  humus  tanks,  enlarged  sludge  drying  beds  and  the 
installation  of  a  pumping  station  to  deal  with  sludge  drainings  and 
humus  sludge. 
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MELBOURNE. 

74  yards  of  9in.  diameter  sewer  were  laid  and  one  additional 
manhole  provided  at  Station  Road,  King’s  Newton. 

SANDIACRE. 

Joint  efforts  were  made  by  the  Council  and  the  Beeston  and 
Stapleford  U.D.C.  to  secure  the  ‘‘maining”  of  part  of  the  River 
Erewash  at  Sandiacre.  The  River  Trent  Catchment  Board  had  not 
agreed  to  the  proposal  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Control  of  Civil  Building. 

The  issue  of  Building  Licenses  for  housing  work  and  for 
certain  work  to  other  types  of  building  was  undertaken  on  behalf  of 
the  Ministry  of  Works  in  August  1945. 


Applications  for  Building  Licences  in  respect  of  repair  and 
maintenance  works  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 
During  the  year  1831  Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  work  esti¬ 
mated  to  cost  £74,362/0/0d. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

The  Owners  of  a  house  at  Chaddesden  appealed  against  the 
requirements  of  Statutory  Notices  under  the  Phblic  Health  Act,  1936, 
and  the  Water  Act,  1945.  The  work  required  included  the  provision 
of  a  water  supply,  installation  of  drainage  facilities,  repairs  to  sink 
waste  pipe  and  house  spouting.  The  Magistrates  allowed  the  Owners’ 
appeals  on  the  ground  that  the  premises  were  in  such  a  condition  as 
to  be  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  for  habitation  at  reasonable  cost. 

Six  charges  were  brought  against  a  firm  of  Builders  in  respect 
of  repair  work  carried  out  at  6  houses  at  Chaddesden  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Defence  (General)  Regulations,  1939  as  to  building 
licensing.  The  firm  was  fined  £50/0/0d.  on  each  of  two  charges  and 
£5/0/0d.  on  each  of  the  remaining  four  charges,  making  a  total  of 
£120/0/0d.,  and  ordered  to  pay  an  Advocates’  Fee  of  £3/3/Od. 

Three  boys  were  prosecuted  for  trespassing  and  causing  damage 
at  the  Refuse  Tip,  Melbourne.  Small  fines  were  inflicted  together 
with  costs. 


Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

During  the  year  the  Rodent  Operator  dealt  with  146  infesta¬ 
tions  in  the  District.  The  estimated  kill  was  1,564  rats  and  323  mice. 
The  infestations  concerned  the  following  premises  :  — 

119  houses.  18  sewage  works  and  refuse  tips. 

1  school.  1  factory. 

1  bakehouse.  1  slaughterhouse. 

1  farm.  4  business  premises.
